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OR GLOBKE'S FILE 



The Story of a Murderous Bureaucrat 



The jihabhy tattered (Uc shown 
on the right wan recently discover- 
ed amongst huge stacks of nail 
dorttmcnU In the archive* of the 
German Democratic Republic. This 
file, the personal and confidential 
file of the old German Ministry of 
the Interior on a certain Dr Hans 
Globkc, shows beyond any shadow 
of doubt (hat thU gentleman was 
one of the key figures In the nail 
campaign to liquidate the Jews. 

From April 14(h 1924 until the 
end of the war. Dr Hans Globke 
made himself a successful career 
In the German Ministry of the 
Interior, first under the Weimar 
Republic and later under Hitler 
and Himmler. Today he Is State 
Secretary to West German Chan- 
cellor Adenauer, and is generally 
considered to be the second most 
Influential man In the West Ger- 
man state.

December *7tb 1*33: Globkc was 
promoted to Chief Govcmmcni 
Counsellor In (he nazi Ministry of the 
Interior. 

May tint tilt: Globkc was appointed 
“Referent** (responsible specialist) for 
constitutional questions, birth, mar- 
riage and death registration, and 
dunging of names. 

September 13th 1*35: Hitler promul- 
gated the n&xi racialist decrees 
known as the “Nuremberg Laws" at 
the Nazi Port/ Convention in Nurem- 
berg, These laws formed the basis 
for the segregation of the Jews in 
Germany as second-class citizens, 
and were the first step to (he gas- 
chambers. One of these laws, “The 
Law for the Protection of German 
Blood and German Honour", banned 
marriages between Jews and ‘'nation- 
als of German or related blood"; 
invalidated all marriages contracted 
despite the ban; and prohibited extra- 
marital relations between Jews and 
Germans. » 

“Chief Government Counsellor Dr 
Globke is undoubtedly one of the 
n.ost capable and hard-working 
officials in my Minis! ry. He played 
an outstanding part in the drafting 
of the following laws: a. The Law 
fer lhe Protection of Gorman Blood 
and German Honour of September 
ISth 10X5 ..."

1934: Dr Globkc wrote the semi- 
official legal commentary to the 
Nuremberg Racial Laws of 1933, 
together with hts Immediate boss in 
the Ministry of the Interior, SS Gener- 
al Wilhelm Stuckart, later convicted 
us a war criminal by an American 
military court. Here are some quota- 
tions from Dr Globke** legal commen- 
tary: 

“Since the Jewish people are, both 
in their blood and their inner charac- 
ter, of a completely different type 
from the German people, tension 
between the two is the necessary 
result of the fact that Jews live 
scattered throughout the German 
Reich ... 

"The two Nuremberg Lows, to- 
gether with the regulations based 
upon them, contain the basic solution 
for this racial problem . . . Their basic 
importance consists in the fact that 
they prevent, for all time, the pene- 
tration o' further Jewish blood into 
the German folk-body ... 

"It Is thus made Impossible for all 
time for Jews to mix with German 
folkness, or to Intervene In the politi- 
cal. economical and cultural life of 
the Reich . . . 

“The Jewish problem is not just a 
racial -biological problem. It must also

"Because of the extraordinary 
importance of these laws . . . the Com- 
mentary on them in a condensed form 
and In a single volume Is of great 
advantage ... Everything needed for 
practical application of the law's has 
been Included here ... No judge's or 
lawyer’s library should be without 
this book"

January 5th 1938: The Law* for the 
Changing of Family and Given Names 
was passed. Under this law all Jcu*s 
who did not already hove one of a 
list of ** Jewish" given names were 
compelled to odd the name “Israel” 
or “Sara" to their names. Failure to 
use this additional name was punish- 
able u*ith a Jail sentence. All such 
compulsory changes of names had to 
be registered with the police, which 
could thus compile a complete Ust of 
people to be deported later to the 
death camps.

January SUi 1938: “It Is always 
worthy of consideration when a child 
from a tribe which Is biologically and 
In Its heredity inferior receives the 
name of a tribe which is perfect bio- 
logically and in Its heredity . . .*•

"Deutsche Verwaflunp", p. 51 fol.) 
April 25 tb 1958: In his letter to Ru- 
dolf Hess, already quoted above, 
Minister Wilhelm Frick wrote: 
“Because of his previous long 
membership In the Centrum Party, 
Dr Globke has not yet been propos- 
ed for promotion to the post of Mini- 
sterial Counsellor. But because of his 
proved loyalty and constant readiness 
for oil work since the National Socia- 
list Party came to power I believe It 
ui gently necessary to promote him to 
Ministerial Counsellor in recognition 
of his very distinguished activity . . .** 
May IIU* 1938; Letter from Hitler’s 
office: “In the name of the Deputy to 
the Fuehrer I inform you that the 
promotion of Chief Government 
Counsellor Globke to the post of 
Ministerial Counsellor Is approved. 
Hell Hitler." 




Globke Today 



September 17th 1058: Globko confer* 
red InBcmowUhSwlM police authori- 
ties on ways of keeping Jews from 
fleeing from Germany to Swl norland. 
He spoke of the possibility of stamp* 
Ing the passes of Jews In some man- 
ner which would make them un- 
mlstakcoblo and thus permit their 
exclusion. 

October 11th 1058: "By decision of the 
Herr Minister of the Interior ... all 
German passports held by Jews wilt 
become Invalid . . . The passports will 
become valid again when stamped . . . 
with a special mark which shows the 
owners to be Jews . . . The mark Is a 
red \T, three centimetres In height, 
whldi Is to bo stamped in the upper 
left comer of page I . . “ 
fDetails on this decision and Globke ’* 
part in it in "Das Dritte Reich und 
seine Diener** — by Lion Poliakov 
and Josef Wulf.

December 7th 1938: Dr Globke was 
awarded the “Medal in Memory of 
March 13th", the date of Hitler's 
occupation of Austria, In recognition 
of “special services” — transferring 
the Nuremberg Racial Laws and later 
anti-Semitic legislation to Austria. 
Minister of the Interior Frick, in his 
letter of April 25th 1938, quoted 
above, stated: 

“Clobkc’s cooperation in the re- 
unification of Austria with the Ger- 
man Reich do erves recognition/* 

December 27tb 1938: “Decree on the 
Introduction of the Nuremberg Laws 
into the Sudeten German Areas’* was 
announced. Soon after, Globke receiv- 
ed the “Medal in Memory of October 
1st 1938** which was granted only to 
people with "special merits’* in the 
dismemberment of Czechoslovokia. 

January 1939: A personnel list for 
inner-office use In the nazi Interior 
Ministry listed Globke as “Referent" 
(responsible official) or as “Co- Refe- 
rent” for the following sections: 
General Race Question. 

Jewish Question, general themes. 
Jewish Question, specific cases. 
Position of Non- Jews with Alien 
Blood. 

Law on Protection of the Blood, 
general and specific coses. 

June 29th 1939: “Herr Dr Adolf Sled- 
Icr and Herr Dr Hons Globke are 
hereby empowered in the name of the 
German Reich to negotiate Jointly or 
Singly with plenipotentiary represen- 
tatives of the Lithuanian Government 
on a treaty determining nationality 
questions involved with the return 
cf the Mcmcl area (to Germany, ed.). 

Bcrchtesgadcn . . . 

signed: Adolf Hitler 

September 1959: After Hitler’s decla- 
ration of war and the invasion of 
Poland, Globke was made responsible 



for the detrimental sections on 
nationality questions In Danzig, Posen . 
mid West Prussia (all occupied areas). 

January 89tb 1940: 

. “To the Military Conscription 
Office 

Berlin -Schoeneberg ... 

"... Dr Glnbkc cannot be spared. 
He Is In chnrgc of the questions of 
nationality arising from the estab- 
lishment of the Protectorate (In 
Czechoslovakia), the annexation of 
ihe eastern territories . . . and the 
re-settlement actions (expulsion of 
Poles from German-annexed terri- 
tory and concentration of Polish 
Jaws In ghcttocs from which they 
were later sent to the death camps, 
the ed.) I must therefore view his 
civilian occupation as urgent and 
request that he not be conscripted 
for military service." 

(Letter from Ministry of the Interior) 

January 1941: Globke assumed the 
Interior Ministry posts responsible 
for “The New Order in the West: 
Denmark and Norway". 

November 15th 1941: Globke was 
awarded the “silver merit award for 
faithful service" by Hitler. 

January 1943: Globke was assigned 
responsibility for the following 
additional occupied territories in the 
Sub-Department “New Order in the 
West": Netherlands, Luxembourg, 

Alsace-Lorraine, Eupen-Malmcdy. 

January 15th 1945: Under Heinrich 
Himmler, founder of the Gpstapo and 
the SS ond new Minister of the 
Interior, Globkc’s power had increas- 
ed greatly, especially after oil officials 
of doubtful loyalty had been purged 
following the July 1944 attempt to 
assassinate Hitler. An internal organ- 
isational chart issued on this date 
shows Globke now responsible for 
liaison between Himmler’s Interior 
Ministry ond Goertng, Hitler's Reich 
Chancellory, the Foreign Ministry and 
the Wehrmacht Supreme Command. 

He was also responsible for personnel 
questions in the Interior Ministry. In 
all. he was in charge of 30 different 
departmental sections. 

May 8th 1945: Nazi armies defeated. 
Germany capitulated. Dr Hans Glob- 
kc’s career was temporarily Inter- 
rupted. 

After a brief stay in a Roman 
Catholic monastery and an even 
briefer stay in the Ministerial Collect- 
ing Centre of Hcssisch Uchtenau (an 
Internment centre), Globke was able 
to get a foothold In public life again 
by offering to become a witness 
against his old superior in the Interior 
Ministry, Dr Wilhelm Stucknrt, in the 
Nuremberg Trials. It was with 
Stuckart that he had written the 
commentary to the Nuremberg Laws. 
During this trial he stated:

Hon n f Ihc. Jew* wns carried tin 
systematically. but I did not know 
that It wot supposed In apply to nit 
Jews" (Voiume XIV . P. 642)

The guilty verdict ngufnut Siurknrl. 
Globkc's superior and collaborator, 
Included the following words: 

The laws and decrees drafted or 
approved by Sludcart were without 
doubt an essential part of the pro* 
gramme alined at almost completely 
annihilating the Jews, a programme 
which was achieved. If the com. run- 
ders of the death camps ... if the 
people who carried out the orders to 
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evacuate the Jews to the rnst nrc put 
•■n trint. found guilty and punished . . . 
then certainly the men who took part 
in this campaign In their quiet offices 
t»i the Ministries by drafting the 
decrees nnd Instructions for carrying 
It out an* Just as guilty." 

Rut Globko escaped punishment, 
and his career commenced again. For 
Ihrce years he served simply as City 
Treasurer In Aachen. Then he moved 
up to become Vice-President of the 
North lthine-Wcstfalinn Court of 
Accounts In Dusseldorf. nnd then, 
alter the Federal Republic had been 
Termed In West Germany, he started 
work In Adenauer’s Federal Chan- 
cellory In Bonn. 

On July 4th 1930 he became the 
Director of the Ministerial Depart- 
ment nnd Personnel Chief In the 
Federal Chancellory, and finally. In 
1933, he reached the pinnacle of hts 
esrtjr as State Secretary in the 
Chancellory, Konrad Adenauer's 
right-hand man nnd thus probably 
the second-most important man In 
all West Germany, especially since 
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Adenauer has mluccd his Cnblnrt 
largely to a btnly of yes-men. 

(jursilnni'd by n reporter on June 
17th IOCO. Globkn claimed to have 
slaycil nt his post In the Interior 
Ministry to help "half-Jews" nnd 
"qunrter-Jcws** nnd to play a part In 
resisting Hitler. 

Out several years cnrller, after 
being criticised prlvalcly by Hons- 
Joachim Unger, chairman of an organ- 
Isailon of nn/l victims, for writing 
the Commentary to the Nuremberg 
Ijiws. he said: “Herr Unger, we ure 
both Christians, nnd we know that 
we hove both done wrong." (Quoted 
Iti "Dcr Spiegel". Hamburg, August 
tOlh I960). 

The reason why Globko is still In 
t-ffice Is (hat Konrad Adenauer relics 
completely on him. Ho expressed 
these feelings on May 3 1st 1931 as 
follows: “I shall not allow any attack* 
on my honour or the honour of Minis- 
terial Director Globke ... I have 
scarcely ever known an official of 
such loyally and objectivity as Herr 
Globke" 



SS Officers in Plainclothes 



Scores of former bladc-unlformfed 
SS officers have cone Into plaln\ 
clothes to dominate the detective 
section cf the police In North Rhine 
Westphalia. West Germany’s most 
populous and most highly Industrial- 
ised province. 

A listing of the backgrounds of the 
detective police commanders In the 
main cities nf the province, published 
In the "Berliner Zcllung” of August 
24th, showed that in most centres old 
SS officers hold the key posts. Here 
Is a summary of this listing:

Notes on Nazis 

The locol government of the West 
German province of Baden- Wuerttem- 
berg. under heavy public pressure, 
announced recently that It would set 
up a special commission to Investigate 
the past records of nazi. Judges who 
swero back In office again. At the end 
ok August an official spokesman 
or.nbqneed that It had been Impos- 
sible t^stablish such an commission, 
since allNprofcssors of law at the 
unlvcrsitles s of the province had 
refused to sfctye as commission 
members. 

Swastikas were paioLed on the 
nowly-opened museum iK the forme* 
Dachau Concentration Cany In West 
Germany on August 11th, and visitors 
to the museum were harassed by a 
young man shouting neo-fascist slo- 
gans. After repeated protests police 
intervened, and arrested 23-year-old 
Martin Fiedler, son of a former SS 
guard at the concentration camp. 
Before his arrest Fiedler declared: 
Tf Hitler was still In power, I would 
be an important man today."
